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Week’s Output Rises to 128,102 Units Following Series of Disputes; 
Labor Front Quiet After UAW Seizure of Lansing; GM May Sales 
Hit 216,654, Down from °36; Registrations Set at 385,000 for April 


Week’s Output 
Rises to 128,102 
After Strikes 
and Canada zooms back to near- 
normal proportion the current week, the total 
estimated by ADN at 128,102 units. This is in striking 
contrast to the 97,247 units produced during the previous 
four-day work week which saw operations curtailed by 
strikes at Packard, Chevrolet, Chrysler, De Soto and 
Pontiac. 

At the beginning of this week, however, production was 
back at normal in all plants except Packard, where a 
serious shortage of materials is expected to cut the week’s 
output to one-third of the ordinary pace. Another factor 
in the somewhat lower production this week is Graham’s 
ceasing of operations for seven days to permit a general

vacation of its workers. Operations are expected to be 
resumed next Monday, however. 

Although all estimates are contingent on absence of 
sit-downs, which have popped up repeatedly in various 
plants without any seeming reason, ADN figures General 
Motors will turn out 52,710 units the current week, ending 
June 12, compared with a revised total of 31,064 last week. 
Chevrolet, which this week usurps Ford’s leadership as 
top individual producer of the industry due to latter’s 
announced curtailment of production for June, should 
account for about 34,000 of the GM total this week. Olds- 
mobile, which suffered loss of one day’s work due to a 
gen strike in Lansing, has 5.000 scheduled, Buick 
5,910, Pontiac 5,500 and Cadillac-LaSalle 1,500. 

With four days lopped off the June operations, Ford is 
expected to turn out about 27,000 units this week. With 
Lincoln likely to account for 850 units, the Ford group 
total will hit 27,850 this week, according to ADN estimates. 

Chrysler division operations started off the week at 
normal, and the week’s output is expected to reach 24,500. 
Of this total, Plymouth will likely turn out 11,500, Dodge | 
9,000, Chrysler 2,000 and De Soto 2,000. This total is in 
contrast with the 19,050 produced last week, when strikes 
in the Chrysler and De Soto divisions, plus the Memorial 
Day holiday, cut into production. 

Hudson-Terraplane, which is _ pushing 
heavily, expects to run about 4,000 units off the assembly 
lines this week, to hold top place among the independent |

producers. Packard, which normally takes second place, 
but which is faced by material shortage due to a strike, 
figures to turn out only about 1,000 this week, compared 
with the usual 3,300. Studebaker will account for about 
2,527, according to ADN figures, Nash-LaFayette 2,320, 
Willys 2,170 and Cord’ about 25. The miscellaneous 
group, which includes truck manufacturers, is expected 
to turn out around 11,000 units.

Detroit.—Sales of Ford V-8’s in 
Wayne County set a seven-year 
record in May, with registrations 
of 5,155 units, it is announced. 
This total is the largest for May 
since 1930. May registrations of 
all makes total 15,164, the highest 
for the month since 1929. Ford 
registrations represent one+third 
of the total.

Toledo.—Production of- Willys 
cars for the month of May totaled 
8,073 units, with total production 
since Jan. 1 now 42,474 cars, and 
full production of the new Willys 
since factory operations started 
in December, 1936, totals 46,494 


cars, according to David R. Wil- 
son, president of Willys-Overland 
Motors, Ine. Registrations in the
